S44 Campus Ministry is composed of the Campus Ministry Council. This body is 
eee"4 heavily responsible for developing the programs presented by Campus 
<4 Ministry throughout the year. Along with co-sponsoring the CROP Walk. 
Hunger Fast. and Coffee Houses, Campus Ministry plays a key role in the 
development of a Christian Community on campus, as well as promoting 
social awareness, and enhancing liturgical celebrations. 


On Sunday, October 19, an estimated 200 walkers and joggers endured 
the rigors of a 6.2 mile course through Burlington and Winooski in the 
Champlain Valley's annual CROP Walk. The purpose of this event was to 
raise funds for hunger relief. and that goal was accomplished, raising nearly » 
1 $7,000 for the cause. The event, organized by Fr. Michael Cronogue, was 
not only designed as a fund raiser for Church Relief Services and the 
Chittenden Food Shelf, but also to raise a better sense of awarness of its 
philosophy, and the harsh reality that 28 people die of hunger every minute 
in lesser developed countries. Truly the CROP Walk was more than an 
event to raise money for hunger; it was an opportunity to raise one's 
thoughts to empathize with those who are less fortunate. 
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The International Students Program commonly known as ISD 
is a major integral part of the Saint Michael's College 
community. With 325 students from about 35 different 
countries, the ISP program comprises approximately 3% of 
the SMC community. 


Many students travel to 6MC to learn English. There are 
four different levels of study depending on the 
experience that students have had with English. During the 
summer there are a group of Japanese High School girls 
that spend about 8 weeks here learning English. A majority 
of the ISP students move into undergraduate studies to 
complete their schooling. 


These students not only add diversity to the campus but 
also have much to share in terms of the customs and other 
aspects of their homelands. This year a group of students 
travelled to Green Mountain Nursing Home to entertain the 
residents with a variety of arts from their countries, and 
then here at SMC did the same for a local senior citizen

Yes - WWPV 88.7 FM has gone 
stereo. Saturday, September 13, 1986 was the big 
day. 


PV is now in its 14th year of being a full fledged on 
the air radio station. Born in the minds of students 
and faculty, PV first went on the air on August 15, 
1973. Working with a 10-Watt capability, the fledg- 
ling air station took a few years to get all of the bugs 
out of the system. For many years the station was 
no more than an all out music side show with little 
competence and minimal supervision. In the early 
80's WWPV took a turn towards the more serious 
side. With scheduled programming and experienced 
staff members, PV began to draw some attention 
from the area’s music listeners. Due to this new 
interest, on February 28, 1983 the station made the 
switch from 10 watt power to 100 watts. This 
change caused many problems and for the majority 
of 1983 WWPV was closed down as they made their 
equipment compatable with the new power system. 


Since 1984, the Saint Michael’s radio station has 
been climbing upwards in all aspects. The music 
programming is organized and efficient and compe- 
tence of the staff is overwhelming. In the past couple 
of years WWPV had taken bigger steps. Rated now at 
#4, PV blows RUV (The University of Vermont’s 
radio station) right out of the water in all aspects. 


One fact that stands out above all others is the 
“Drive Time News’. This news summary is aired 
every week day from 5:00 to 5:30 pm. Gaining 
respect as the only 42 hour comprehensive radio 
news show in the area, the staff of WWPV give you 


all they've got. In the beginning the news was just 
read from the AP (Associated Press) wire. Now the 
students of the Broadcast News Production class 
and the staff members of PV write all the news 
reports. The news is then further emphasized and 
complemented with audio presentations. These aired 
interviews with newsworthy personalities add to the 
quality and professionalism of the news. 


Two years went into the planning of WWPV making 
the move from mono to stereo. Not only were funds 
for the project needed but quality equipment had to 
be located. Permits were needed from the FCC before 
any of the action could begin. 


Saturday, September 13, 1986 was the culmination 
of all efforts. A WWPV Stereo Bash was held on 
North Campus. It was free to all students and the 
Cuts were playing to celebrate. President Paul Reiss 
and Vice President Ron Provost also attended the 
momentous occasion. But the move from mono to 
stereo was not the only major happening for PV that 
day. General Manager Mike Luoma and Scott Esmond 
also went on live broadcast for the first time in the 
stations history. 


When you listen to 88.7 FM, now the quality is 
better, but even more important the day by day 
activities are more efficiently run. PV’s scheduling is 
to be admired and commended. The ROCK-MOTHER is 
no longer a theme and PV is in the works of obtaining 
a new logo.
